DEATH ON BROADWAY.. 



i^WNE summer when I returned from my va- 
cation at the seashore, I decided to stay 
for several weeks at a hotel located in New 
York City's famous White Light district, the 
42nd Street area. Anything can and usually 
does happen in that busy section of. the great 
metropolitan city. You may be walking peace- 
fully along the street, reach for your wallet, 
and then realize that some light fingered dip 
has relieved you of it. Or a well dressed man 
signals to you to stop. He offers to sell you a 
thousand dollar diamond ring for only one 
hundred dollars. He is even willing to let 
you take it into a jewelry store for examination. 
Should you buy it, you will sadly learn he 
switched a glass stone *ring for the real stuff 
as he handed it to you. 

Located at 169 W 47th Street, just off 
7th Avenue and opposite the Palace Theatre 
building, is the May fair Bar. It is a highly re- 
spectable place, frequented by nice people. 
On July I Ith, 1946, I revisited the neighbor- 
hood just in time to run into a story of death, 
violence, and gunplay, with plenty of excite- 
ment. For at 2:30 in the morning, three gun- 
men erwered the Mayfair Bar. from the street 
level, and quickly figured out their chances of 
holding up the customers. There were about 
fifteen or twenty people in the bar room. Ap- 
parently, the hold up men felt that it should 
be an easy job at that time of the night. People 
would be tired, not alert, and should obey an 
order to empty their pockets without a protest. 

Two of the men had pistols in their hands 
and the third fingered a business looking auto- 
matic that could easily mean death. They did 
not announce their intentions with the cus- 
tomary greeting, "Freeze, this is a stick up,** 
which seems popular today. They permitted 
the guns in their hands to speak for themselves. 



Two of the customers submitted to^having their 
pockets searched without a word of protest. 
The job looked like a cinch. Seated in a small 
booth was Mr. Solly Moss, executive board 
member and business agent for Local 10, Inter- 
national Ladies Garment Workers Union, and 
a well known figure in the city. He ignored 
the gun in the hands of the men, arose from 
his seat, and advanced towards them. Thi$ 
was the last thing in the world they had an- 
ticipated, anything that looked like resistance. 
Twice the trigger in the hand of one of the 
gunmen was pulled, and Solly Moss fell dead 
to the floor with lead in his brain. In a panic 
the three gunmen darted out of the bar. And 
in spite of the late hour, due to the summer 
heat, there were still hundreds of people walk* 
mg in the street. Outside there was a taxicab, 
driven by Samuel Hopkins of 406 W. 48th 
Street, New York City. Into it the three gun- 
men piled and ordered the taxicab driver to 
go due west and do it in a hurry. "Drive like 
Hell." was the order and it was backed up 
with the meaningful point of a pistol. 

Meanwhile. Morris Bernstein, a bartender 
at the Mayfair Bar. rushed out and spotted a 
radio patrol car in which Patrolmen Arthur 
Green and Thomas Colgan were cruising up 
and down the neighborhood, with the task of 
seeing that the law was being obeyed. They 
started to chase the fleeing taxicab. At the 
same time. John Healy, of 240 East 194th 
Street, a former army sergeani. was driving 
by in his car. He picked up Patrolman Louis 
Fields, who hugging the side of the car, was 
now following the police patrol car. Fields 
was in plainclothes at this moment, but he 
had his gun with him. About 20 feet cast of 
Eighth Avenue, the patrol car caught up with 
the taxicab. Some twenty -five bull*** were fired 
in the pursuit and battle. The Ufticab was

forced to the curb and out fell one of the hold- 
up men, later identified as Milton Shaket. In 
the back of the car, the police found the second 
gunman, John Reilly. The third gunman dived 
out of the car and managed to lose himself in 
the crowd. 

Patrolman Green, wounded in the exchange 
J shots, was taken to the Roosevelt Hospital. 
At first his condition was rather critical and 
it was necessary to give him two blood trans- 
*J*ms, John Healy, the brave ex-army ser- 
geant, though unarmed, assisted the police and 
stopped bullets from the guns of the bandits. 
He landed in the same hospital as Patrolman 
Green. The luckiest man of all, was the driver 
of the taxicab, who came out unhurt, though 
he was caught in the midst of the cross fire of 
the guns. The two captured bandits escaped 
with minor injuries and were at once placed 
under police guard in Bellevue Hospital, 
charged with homicide, assault, and robbery 
and violation of the Sullivan Law. It soon turn- 
ed out that each of the gunmen had police 
records. Reilly, whose previous record showed 
five arrests, served a short term in Sing Sing 
Prison for robbery. Shaket, who started as a 
juvenile delinquent at the age of 9, was arrested 
ten times and served one term in Elmira Re- 
formatory for robbery. 

Police Commissioner Wallander praised the 
three police officers for their brave and effi- 
cient work. At first it was thought that the 
killing of Moss had been deliberately planned 
by someone who had hired the three gunmen. 
Moss* wife, Diana, and her two children, 
Gloria age 14, and Martin age 6, at once 
came back from their vacation. Though her 
husband had been a long time crusader against 
racketeering, he had no enemies. He had been 
cited by the United States Government for his 
work in selling War Bonds. Later it was defi- 
nitely established, that the motive of the gun- 
men was to hold up the bar and Moss was just 
a brave man who refused to be intimidated, 
though he paid for it with his life. 



During the night, the witnesses of the kill- 
ing were carefully questioned. Deputy Chief 
Inspector Conrad Rothengast and Lieutenant 
Walter Henning directed the investigation. In 
addition, some information was furnished by 
taxjcab drivers who saw the gunmen and a 
tentative description was established of the third 
gunman. He was said to be about 30 years old, 
about five feet nine inches, heavy set in fea- 
tures, and weighing about 180 pounds. 

The strangest part about the entire affair 
was that apparently the three criminals had no 
plan figured out to effect an escape in case 
their holdup went wrong. As for the three 
policemen, who met the situation so bravely, 
Police Commissioner Wallander promoted 
each of them to detectives third grade. 

The two gunmen were put on trial on a 
charge of first degree murder. They were found 
guilty and the sentence was death. Then they 
were taken to Sing Sing Prison and remained 
in the death house from November 19, 1947 
until the day— June 1 0th— when they were 
scheduled to go to the chair. Governor Dewey 
granted a reprieve because the accomplice in- 
dicted with them had not been captured. This 
third gunman was said to Be Benjamin (Red) 
Stein, age 31. who had a hoodlum reputation 
in the Williamsburg section of Brooklyn. A 
week before the two men were to go to the 
chair, the family of Shaket offered a reward 
of $5,000 for information leading to the ar- 
rest of Stein. Their attorney, in announcing 
the reward, said the family insisted that it was 
Stein who shot Mr. Moss. 

The two men were put to death in the elec- 
tric chair at Sing Sing Prison on September 16, 
1948. Crime had paid, but not as they had an- 
ticipated. The payment was with their lives. 
And when the police catch up with the third 
missing man, justice will be done. The Great 
White Way is white and gay. and who knows 
what tragedy of life will take place there on 
the morrow.
